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No  one  exactly  plonned  it  that  way,  but  this  Folio  period  is  replete 
with  so  many  plays  that  we  could  claim  to  have  produced  a  drama 
festival.  Actually  this  situation  is  quite  in  line  with  our  hopes  and  plans 
for  an  increasing  proportion  of  literary  and  dramatic  performances  to 
lectures  and  criticism. 

THE  THREE  SISTERS  is  a  characteristic  Chekhov  creation:  Three 
women  struggle  to  escape  the  drabness  of  their  life  in  the  provinces, 
far  from  the  glitter  of  Moscow,  only  to  find  themselves  doomed, 
through  character  and  circumstance,  to  frustration.  For  listeners  un- 
familiar with  Chekhov's  dramatic  writing.  Stark  Young's  description  of 
it  may  be  of  interest:  "It  is  elusive  and  at  times  seemingly  vague  but  it 
is  also  as  exact  as  the  beating  of  your  pulse  ...  It  is  lighter  than  dawn, 
suddenly  dark  and  pathetic,  and  all  at  once  luminous  and  beautiful  .  .  . 
He  can  portray  the  human  life  without  bitterness,  harsh  theories,  or 
sentimental  indulgences.  For  this  very  reason  —  the  fact  that  life  is 
so  vividly  apparent  and  expressed  in  him — he  is  never  really  de- 
pressing." 

Joseph  Conrad's  ONE  DAY  MORE,  an  adaptation  of  his  short  story 
"Tomorrow,"  was  called  by  John  Galsworthy  "a  little  masterpiece." 
It  was  first  performed  in  1905.  The  story  concerns  a  crazy  old  sea- 
captain  (Hagberd)  whose  life  is  built  on  the  tomorrow  when  his  long- 
lost  son  will  return;  a  lonely  young  woman  (Bessie)  whom  Hagberd 
intends  his  son  to  marry  if  and  when  he  returns;  Bessie's  blind,  de- 
manding father;  and  the  son  (Harry),  who  does  In  fact  return. 

PURGATORY,  an  eerie  and  compelling  piece  which  runs  only  fifteen 
minutes,  was  William  Butler  Yeats'  last  play  and,  according  to  T.  S. 
Eliot,  the  one  in  which  he  most  successfully  met  the  challenge  of  poetic 
speech  for  the  modern  stage,  showing  the  way  to  Eliot  and  others. 

EN  EL  MES  DE  MAYO  is  the  result  of  an  evening  spent  by  Flint 
Ronney  and  Steve  Howes  at  the  Padua  Hills  Theatre  in  Claremont  and 
is  a  charming  composite  of  singing,  dancing  (even  though  you  can't 
see  it,  it  odds  to  the  rhythm),  and  ritualistic  invocation  of  San  Ysidro 
for   rain. 

Other  ploys  and  dramatizations  are  listed  elsewhere  in  the  Drama 
and  Literature  box.  Our  only  regret  is  the  absence  of  productions 
emanating  from  our  own  studios.  More  such  will  be  forthcoming,  soon. 
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Does  it  seem  silly  to  go  on  talking  about  conventions  as  we  move 
into  September?  Doubtless  it  does — except  to  the  Public  Affairs  De- 
partment, which  put  together  its  contribution  to  this  Folio  during  the 
week  that  the  Republicans  were  conclaving  (is  that  a  word?)  in  Chi- 
cago. Hence  the  necessity  to  thank  a  lot  of  people  again — though  not 
the  small  army  that  helped  us  two  weeks  before.  We  owe  grateful 
nods  to  panelists  Barney  Cooperman,  Charles  Farrington,  Hal  Fishman, 
Don  Frey,  Bob  Klein,  and  Larry  Steinberg,  and  to  Assemblyman  Bruce 
Sumner  too  if  he  made  it  as  he  said  he'd  try  to  do  (the  Convention's 
still  going  on  as  this  is  written).  And  of  course  Houston  Flournoy,  Hiram 
Johnson  III,  AAarv  Schochter,  and  Analee  Stewart  rote  thanks  for  their 
reports  from  Chicago.  There  may  be  more  names  involved  before  the 
thing  ends,  and  if  there  are  we'll  mention  them — it's  the  only  pay  any 
of  them  get. 

And  while  we're  on  the  subject,  we'd  do  well  to  thank  you  too:  for 
your  response  to  our  coverage,  and  for  your  kind  words.  We  had  a 
few  complaints,  some  (we  think)  justified.  One  of  our  decisions — the 
determination  that  the  Stevenson  movement  should  be  thoroughly 
covered — led  to  some  charges  of  bios.  Actually  (and  the  majority  of 
our  phone  calls  and  moil  have  borne  us  out),  we  felt  that  this  was 
where  a  lot  of  your  interest  lay,  and  we  wanted  to  be  sure  that  you 
had  the  word.  Going  back  and  listening  with  hindsight,  we  think  the 
coverage  was  remarkably  accurate,  the  facts  held  together,  and  the 
forces  other  than  Gov.  Stevenson's  were  adequately  reported  and 
defended. 

We  wish  we  could  communicate  to  you  how  hard  some  of  us  have 
been  working  to  add  some  depth  and  balance  to  the  commentators' 
series.  Republicans  and  conservative  forces  in  town  are  well  aware  of 
how  hard  we've  been  pressing  them  for  help,  but  some  of  the  rest  of 
you  may  not  be.  We're  still  running  down  leads,  but  in  the  meantime, 
if  there  are  any  of  you  out  there  who  think  the  series  runs  too  far  to 
the  left,  and  who  are  convinced  that  you  can  make  better  sense  for  15 
minutes  every  couple  of  weeks  than  some  of  our  present  crew,  why  not 
coll  Public  Affairs  Director  Gene  Marine?  Don't  worry  about  not  being 
prominent;  we  know  a  couple  of  pretty  good  writers  and  at  least  one 
Congressman  who  started  their  public  careers  as  Pacifica  commentators.
